The members of her family here say 
they have no information in regard to 
this. 

Mrs. Becker, who is best known by 
her maiden name, Josephine Ludwig, 
which she used as her stage name, is 
the daughter of the late Dr. Charles 
F. V. Ludwig of the South Side. He 
died last summer while his @ife and 
daughter were preparing to go abroad. 
He was strapping their trunks when he 


became ill. 
Husband Ambitious for Her. 


Josephine Ludwig was born and 
reared in St. Louis. She was married 
eight years ago to Charles A. Becker. 
Before that time her voice had been 
admired by friends of the family, but 
she had not sung professionally. 

Mr. Becker was proud of his wife's 
voice and wished it to have further 
cultivation, although he disliked the 


idea of stage life. 
They went to New York, where she 


studied for some time. She was en- 
gaged two years with the Savage 
Opera Company, making great 
success in Wagnerian roles. 

After that came her desire for Pa- 
ris training, and to make this possi- 
ble, Mr. Becker secured the position 
of secretary of the American Cham- 
ber of Commerce, and they went to 
Paris to live. 

Mrs. Becker studied in the conserva- 
tories and was offered a position in 
the Grand Opera of Paris, a rare dis- 
tinction for an American. She sang 
for several seasons, but not last sea- 
son. 

Her professional position and her hus- 
band’s office caused hef to have a place 
of prominence at all functions of inter- 
nationa] character. 

When David R. Francis was in Paris 
Mr. Becker had charge of his entertain- 
ment. He had a prominent part in the 
large Paul Jones banquet. 

As to the differences which came be- 
tween the successful singer and her 
husband, who achieved success in busi- 
ness and diplomacy, the members of 
his family in St. Louls have been silent. 


Wouldn’t Sing at Fair. 


Mr. and Mrs. Becker visited in St. 
Louis World's Fair year and many en- 
tertainments were plannéd in their 
honer. Because they could not accept 
all of the attentions of their ‘friends, 
they chose to accept only a verv few. 
‘Mrs. Becker did not sing in public, al- 
though she was begged to do so be- 
cause of her contract with a grand op- 
era company. 

At other times when visiting at home 
she sang at French fetes, and caused 
enthusiasm by her rendition of the 
‘“*Marseiiiaise.”’ 

Hier mother and sister fave been with 
her all. winter, having ne to Europe 
after Dr. Ludwig's death, 

They lived in Paris for the early part 
of the winter, but went to Italy late in 
the winter. 

Mrs. Becker is 28 years of age and is 
a large, handsome woman of the bru- 
nette type.

EFFORT TO BE GENERAL 





Suggestions Made as to Means 
by Which Evidence Can 
Be Obtained. 


At a special session of the 
Delegates at noon Monday 
Wiedmer, Nash and Metzler. were ap- 
pointed a special commission to confer 
with Mayor Wells and Health Commis- 
sioner Bond to consider legislation which 
wil] insure the proper inspection of 
meat sold in the St. Louis market. 

Seven members were absent when Del- 
egate Wiedmer introduced the resolu- 
tion authorizing the commission. Of 
the 21 who were present, Delegates Gol- 
den, Priesmeyer, Simmons and Weeke 
voted against the resolution. Weeke, as 
spokesman for the minority, said: 

“Mr. Speaker, I don’t see why we 
should have more inspectors. Those we 
have don’t seem to do anything. My 
brother has been in the butcher busi- 
ness for 16 years, and he has never seen 
an inspector.” 

The text.of the Wiedmer resolution is: 

“The prompt erfactment of stringent 
meat inspection laws is being vigorous- 
ly urged and discussed, and it the 
Opinion of members of this body that 
by Increasing the number of local in- 
speetors or by creating a new depart- 
ment for inspection on a scientific ba- 
sis of all meats and vegetables sold, 
the conditions which prevail can’ be 
remedied, it is resolved that a commit- 
tee of three be appointed by the Speaker 
to confer with the Mayor and Health 
Commissioner to ascertain the best 
plans to bring about thé desired leg-- 
islation and to report back to the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly.’ 

City Attorney Tom L. Anderson. also 
is after dealers who sell bad meat. He 
has written to Acting Chief of Police 
Gillaspy urging that the entire police 
force be used to obtain evidence against 
unscrupulous dealers. 

Mr. Anderson addressed a comprehen- 
sive letter to Gillaspy, stating that in 
view of the recent developments regard- 
ing the sale of meats: in.the city and 
the resultant agitation concerning prop-

HERE ARE SOME PACKING HOUSE 
FACTS THAT SICKENED ROOSEVELT 


The following excerpts from the report of the apecial commission- 
ers who inspected the Chicago packing houses for President Roosevelt 
caused the ehief executive to say to Congress: “Revolting.” — 

_ “We saw the meat shoveled from filthy weeden floors,. piled on 
tables rarely washed, pushed frem room to reom in rotten hox carte— 
in all of which processes it was in the way of gathering dirt, splinters, 
floor filth, and the expectoration of tubercnlosis and other diseased 
workers, 

“We saw an hog that had just been killed, cleaned, -washed and 
started on its way to the cooling room, fall from the sifding rail to a 
dirty wooden floor and slide part way into a filthy men’s retiring 
room. It was picked up by two employes, pinced upon a truck, car- 
ried into the cooling room and hung up with other carcasses, no ef- 
fort being made to clean it. 

“The unsanitary conditions In which the laborers work and the 
feverish pace they are forecd to maintain inevitably affect their 
health. The victims of tuberculosis expecterate on the spongy 
wooden floors of the workrooms, from which falling scraps of meat 
are later shoveled up to he converted into food profiucts. ; 

“In some of the Inrgest establishments, “sides” that are sent to 
what is known as the boning room are thrown in a heap upon the 
floor. The workers climb over these heaps of meat, select the pleces 
they wish, and frequently throw them down upon the. dirt floor. Even 
in cutting the meat upon the bench, the work ix usually held pressed 
against their aprons, and these aprons were, as a rule, indescribably 
filthy. % 

“Men were seen to climb from the floor ang stand, with shoes dirty 
with the refuse of the floors, on the tables upon which the meat was 
handled. 

“A long table was covered with several hundred pounds of cooked 
scraps Of beef and other meats. Some of these ment scraps were dry, 
leathery, and unfit to bs: eaten; and in the heap were found PIECES 
OF PIGSKIN, AND EVEN SOME BITS OF ROPE STRANDS AND 
OTHER RUBBISH. . INQUIRY EVOKED THE FRANK ADMISSION 
FROM THE MAN IN CHARGE THAT THIS ‘*VAS TO BE GROUND 
UP AND USED IN MAKING ‘POTTED HA.’

WASHINGTON, June 4.—In a signed report submitted to 
President Roosevelt as a preliminary statement of the conditions 
which they found at the Chicago packing houses, and transmitted 
today to Congress by the President, James Bronson Reynolds and 
Commissioner Charles P. Neill substantiate the charges made by 
Upton Sinclair, and expose packing house evils so grave that 
Roosevelt, sickened, says to Congress: ‘‘It is imperatively neces- 
sary in the interest of health and of decency that they should be 
radically changed.’’ ae: 

An unexpurgated copy of the commissioners’ report cannot be 
viven to the public. Some of the charges characterized by Roose- 
velt as ‘‘revolting’’ are unprintable. It may be stated, however, 
that the Chicago magnates not only do not make an effort to keep 
their packing houses and their food products reasonably clean, 
but, according to the Neill report, they do not permit their em- 
ployes to observe even the common decencies of life.

THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 
“The Senate and House of Representatives: 

‘Y transmit herewith the report of Mr. James Bronson Reynolds and Com- 
missioner Charles P. Neill, the special committee whom I appointed to investi- 
gate into Jhe conditions in the stock yards of Chicago and report thereon to 
me. This report is of a preliminary nature. I submit it to you now because 
it shows the urgent need of immediate action by the Congress in the direction 
of providing a drastic and thoroughgoing inspection by the Federal Govern- 
ment of all stock yards and packing houses and of their products, so far as 


the latter enter. into interstate or foreign commerce. 


“The conditions shown by even this short inspection to exist in the Chi- 
cago stock yards are revolting. It is imperatively necessary in the interest of 
health and of decency that they should be radically changed. Under the exist- 
ing law it is wholly impossible to secure Satisfactory results. | 

“When my attention was first directed to this matter an investigation was 
made. under the Bureau of Animal Industry of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. When the preliminary statements °f this investigation were brought to 
my attention they showed such defects in the law and such wholly unexpected 
conditions that I deemed it best to have 4 further immediate investigation by 
men not connected with the Bureau, and accordingly appointed Messrs. -Rey- 
nolds and Neill. It was impossible un@er existing law that satisfgctory work 
should be done by the Bureau of Anim! Industry. I am now, however, ex- 


._ amining the way in which the work actually was done. 


“Before I had received the report of Messrs. Reynolds and Neill I had di- 


‘stented that labels placed upon any package of meat food products should state 


only that the carcass of the animal from which the meat was taken had been 
inspected at the time of slaughter. If inSpection of meat food products at all 
stages of preparation is not secured by the passage of the legislation recom- 
mended I shall feel comnelled to ordef that inspection labels and certificates 
on canned producfS simi not be used hereafter. > 

“The report shows that the stock yards and packing houses are not kept 
even reasonably clean, and that the method of handling and preparing food 

_ products is uncleanly and dangerous to health. Under existing laws the National 

- Government has no power to enforce insPection of the many forms of prepared 
meat food products that are daily going from the packing houses into inter- 
state commerce... Owing to an inadequate &4Pppropriation the Department of Agri- 
culture is not even able to place insp§ctors in all establishments desiring 
them. The present law prohibits the shipment of uninspected meat to foreign 
countries, but there is no provision forbidding the shipment of uninspected 
meats in* interstate commerce, and thus the avenues of interstate commerce 
are left open to traffic in diseased or spOlled meats. If, as has been alleged on 
seemingly: good authority, further evills exist, such as the improper use of 
chemicals: and dyes, the Government lacks Power to remedy them. A law is 
needed which will enable the inspectors of the General Government to inspeet 
and supervise from the hoof to the can the preparation of the meat food prod- 
uct. The evil seems to be much less in the sale of dressed carcasses than in 
the sale of canned and other_prepared products, and very much less as regards 
products sent abroad than as regards those used at home. 

“In my judgment the expense of the inspection should be paid by a fee 
levied on each animal slaughtered. If this is not done, the whole purpose of 
the law can at any time be defeated through an insufficient appropriation; and 
‘whenever there was no particular public interest in the subject it would be 
not only easy but natural thus to make the appropriation insufficient. If it 
were not for this consideration I should favor the Government paying for the 
inspection. 

“The alarm expressed in certain quarters concerning this feature should be 
allayed by a realization of the fact that in no case, uhder such a law, will 
the cost of inspection exceed 8 cents per head. 

“T call special attention to the fact that this report is preliminary, and that 
the investigation is still unfinished. It is not yet possible to report on the 
alleged abuses in the use of deleterious chemical. compounds in connection 
with canning and preserving meat products, nor on the a doctoring in 
this fashion ‘of tainted meat and of products réttirned™¢o! he packers as hay- 
ing grown unsalable or unusable from age or from other reasons. Grave al- 
legations are made in reference to abuses Of this nature, 

“Let me repeat that under the present law there is practically no meth- 
od of stopping these abuses if they should be discovered to exist. Legisla- 
tion is needed in order to prevent the possibility of all abuses in the future. If 
no legislation is passed, then the excellent results accomplished by the work 
of this special committee will endure only so long as the memory of the com- 
mittee’s work is fresh, and a recrudescence of the abuses is absolutely cer- 
tain. 

“T urge the immediate enactment into law of provisions which will enable 
the Department of Agriculture adequately to inspect the meat and meat-food 


. products entering into interstate commerce and to supervise the méthods of 


preparing the same, and to prescribe the sanitary conditions under which tle 
work shall be performed. I therefore commend to your favorable considera- 
tion and urge the enactment of substantially the provisions known as §en- 
ate amendment No. 29 to the act making appropriations for the Department 
of Agriculture for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1907, as passed by the Sen- 
ate, this amendment being commonly Known as the Beveridge amendment.

THE COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 

The President: 

As directed by you, we investigated the conditions in the principal estab- 
lishments in Chicago engaged in the slaughter of cattle, sheep and hogs and 
in the preparaton of dressed meat and meat-food products. Two and a half 
weeks were spent in the investigation in Chicago, and _during this time we 
went through the principal packing houses in the stockyards district, together 
with a few of the smaller ones. A day was spent by Mr. Reynolds in New 
York City in the investigation of several of its leading slaughter houses. 

During our investigation statements of conditions and practices in the 
packing houses, together with affidavits and documentary evidence, were of- 
fered us from numerous sources. Most of these were rejected as being far 
from proving the facts alleged and as being beyond the possibility of veri- 
fication by us. We have made no statement as a fact in the report here pre- 
sented that was not verified by our personal examination. Certain matters 
which we were unable to verify while in Chicago are still under investigation. 

The following is therefore submitted as a partial report, touching upon those 


practices and conditions which we found most common and not confined to a_ 


single house or class of houses. A more detailed report would contain many 
specific instances of defects found in particular houses. 
CONDITION OF THE YARDS. 

Before entering the buildings we noted the condition of the yards them- 
selves as shown in the pavement, pens, viaducts and platforms. 

The pavement is mostly of brick, the bricks laid with deep grooves between 
them, which inevitably fill with manure and refuse. Such pavement cannot 
be properly cleaned and is slimy and malodorous when wet, yielding clouds of 


. il-smelling dust when dry. 


The pens are generally uncovered @xcept those for sheep; these latter are 


/ paved and covered. 


The viaducts and platforms are of Wood. Calves, sheep and hogs that, have 
died en route are thrown out upon the platforms where cars are unloaded. 
On a single platform on one occasion We counted 15 dead hogs, on the next 
10 dead hogs. The only excuse given for delay in removal was that so often 


' heard—the expense. 


& CONDITION OF THE BUILDINGS. 

Material—The interior finish of most of the buildings is of wood; 
the partition walls, supports and rafters are of wood, uncovered by plaster 
or cement. The flooring in some instances is of brick or cement, but usually 
of wood. In many of the rooms where water is used freely the floors are 
soaked and slimy. 

Lighting.—The buildings have been constructed" with little regard to either 
light or ventilation. The workrooms, as a rule, are very poorly lighted. A 
few rooms at the top of the buildings are well lighted because they can not 
escape the light, but most of the rooms are so dark as to make artificial 
light necessary at all times. Many inside rooms where food is prepared are 
without windows, deprived of sunlight and without direct communication with 
the outside air. They may be best described as vaults in which the air rarely 
changes. Other rooms which open to the outer air are so large, the windows 
so clouded by dirt, and the walls and ceilings so dark and dingy that nat- 
ural light only penetrates 20 or 30 feet from the windows, thus making arti- 

_ ficial Nght im portions of even these outside rooms necessary. These dark and 
dingy rooms are naturally not kept suitably clean. 

Ventilation—Systematic ventilation @¢f the workrooms is not found in any of 

In a few instances electric fans mitigate the 
stifling air, but usually the workers toil without relief in a humid atmosphere, 


_ heavy with the odors of rotten wood, decayed mepts, stinking offal and en- 
~* trails. ‘ 


Equipment.--The work tables up which the meat is handled, the floor carts 
on which it is carried about, and the tubs and other receptacies into which 


jt is thrown are generally of wood. In all the places visited but a single porce- 
~lain-lined receptacle was seen. Tables covered with sheet iron, fron carts and 
fron’ tubs are being introduced into the better establishments, but no estab- 


lishment visited has as yet abandoned the extensive use of wooden tables and 
wooden receptacles. These wooden receptacles are frequently found water- 
soaked, only half cleansed, and with meat scraps and grease accumulations ad- 
lering, te.their sides, and collecting dirt. This is largely true of meat racks

‘and @6RF SOtiveyors of every sort, which were in nearly all cases inadequate- 
ly cleansed, and grease and meat acraps were found adhering to them, even aft- 
er they had been washed and returned to service.

men and women. The prevailing type 1s made by cutting off a section of the 


] workroom by a thin partition rising to within a few feet of the ceiling. These 


toilet rooms usually vapor tg the workroom, though a few are found with 
&@ window opening into the outér air. Many are located in the inside corners 
of the workrooms, and thus have no outside opening whatever. These rooms 
are sometimes used as cloakrooms by the employes. Lunchrooms constructed 
in the same manner, by boarding off a section of the workroom, often adjoin 
the toilet room, the odors of which add to the generally unsanitary state of the 
atmosphere, 

Abominable as the above-named conditions are, the one that affects most 
directly and seriously the cleanliness of the food products is the frequent ab-, 
sence of any lavatory provisions. Wash ing sinks are either not furnished at all 
or are small and dirty. Neither are towels or soap provided. Men and wom- 
en return directly from these places to plunge their unwashed hands into the 
m**t to be converted into such food products as sausages, dried beef and other 
Co... pounds. The fumes swell the sum of nauseating odors arising from the 
dirty-blood-soaked, rotting wooden fioors, fruitful culture beds for the disease 
germs of men and animals. i 

New Buildings.—It is stated that many of the unsanitary conditions are 
due to the fact that these buildings are old and have been built by piecemeal, 
and that in the newer buildings, being erected frcm time to time, the defects 
of the earlier structures are being reme died. This contention is not borne out 
by the facts. One of the large plants erected within recent years has most of 
the defects of the older buildings. It is true that three large model build- 
ings have been erected, but one is an office building, while the other twe 
contain only cooling, storage and sales rooms. No model building for the prep- 
aration of food products has been built in the stockyvyards of Chicago. 


TREATMENT OF MEATS AND FOOD PRODUCTS. 
Uncleanliness in handling products.—An absence of c'eanliness was also found 
everywhere in thé handling of meat being prepared for the various meat-food 
products. After killing, carcasses are well washed, and up to the time they 
reach the cooling room are handled in a fairly sanitary and cleanly manner. 
The parts that leave the cooling room for treatment in bulk are also handled 
with regard to cleanliness, but the parts that are sent from the cooling room 
to those departments of the packing houses in which various forms of meat 
products are prepared are handled with no regard whatever of cleanliness. 
In some of the largest establishments sides that are sent to what is known 
as the boning room are thrown in a heap upon the floor. The workers climb 
over these heaps of meat, select the pieces they wish, and frequently throw 
them down upon the dirty floor beside their working bench. Even in cutting the 
meat upon the bench, the work is usually held pressed against their aprons, 
and these aprons were, as a ‘rule, indescribably filthy. They were made in 
most cases of leather or of rough sacking and bore long accumulated grease 
and dirt. In only a few piaces were sultable oilcloth aprons worn. Moreover, 
men were seen to climb from the floor and stand, with shoes dirty with the 
refuse of the floors, on thé tables upon which the meat was handled. They 
were seen at the lunch hour sitting on the tables oh the spot on which the 
meat product was handled, and all this under the very eye of the superin- 
tendent of the room, showing that-this was the common practice. 

Meat scraps were also found being shoveled into receptacles from dirty 
floors, where they were left to lie until again shoveled into barrels or into ma- 
chines for chopping. These floors, it must be noted, were in most cases damp 
and soggy, in dark, ill-ventilated rooms, and the employes, in utter ignorance of 
cleanliness or danger to health, expectorated at will upon them. In a word, we 
saw meat shoveleg from filthy wooden floors, piled on tables rarely washed, 
pushed from room to room in rotten box carts, in all of which processes it was 
in the way of gathering dirt, splinters, floor filth and the expectoration of tuber- 
culous and other diseased workers. Where comment was made to the floor 
superintendents about these matters, it was always the reply that this meat 
would afterwards be cooked, and that this sterilization would prevent any dan- 
ger from its use. Even this, it may be pointed out in passing, is not wholly 
true. A very considerable portion of the meat so handled is sent out as smoked 
products and in the form of sausages, Which are prepared to be eaten without 
being’ cooked. 
A particularly glaring instance of uncleanliness was found in a room where 
the best grade of sausage was being prepared for export. It was made from 
carefully selected meats, and was being prepared to be eaten. uncooked, In 
this case the employe carted the chopped-up meat across a room in a barrow, 
the handles of which were filthy with grease. The meat was then thrown out 
upon tables, and the employe climbed upon the table, handled the meat with his 
unwashed hands, knelt with his dirty apron and trousers in contact with the 
meat he“was spreading out, and affer he had finished his operation, again took 
hold of the dirty handles of the wheelbarrow, went back for another load, and 
repeated this process indefinitely. Inquiry developed the fact that there was 
no water in this room at all, and the only method the man adopted for cleaning 
his hands was to rub them against his dirty apron or on his still filthier trou- 
sers. 
As an extreme example of the entire disregard on the part of employes of 
any notion of cleanliness in handling dressed meat, we saw a hog that had 
been killed, cleaned, washed and started on its way to the cooling room fall 
from the sliding rail-to a dirty wooden floor and slide part way into a filthy 
men’s toilet room. It was picked up by two employes, placed? upon a-_ truck, 
carmed into the cooling room and hung up with other carcasses, no effort be- 
ing made to clean it. ; 
INSPECTION METHOD DEFECTS. 

The radical defect in the present system of inspection is that it does not go 
far enough. It is confined at present by law to passing on the healthfulness of 
animals at the time of killing; but the meat that is used in sausage and in the 
various forms of canned products and other prepared meat foods goes through 
many processes, in all of which there is possibility of contamination through 
unsanitary handling, and further danger threugh the use of chemicals. During 
all these processes of preparation there is no Government inspection and no 
assurance whatever that these meat-food products are wholesome and fit for 
food—despite the fact that all these products, when sent out, bear a label stat- 
ing they have been passed upon by Government inspectors. 
As to the investigation of the alleged use cf dyes, preservatives or chemicals 
in the preparation of cured meats, sausages and canned goods we are not yet 
prepared to report. We did look into tne matter of sanitary handling of the 
meats being prepared for the various food products. : 
The results of our observations have already been partly given. Other 
instances of how products may be made up and still secure the stamp of 
Government inspection are here given. In one well-known establishment we 
came upon fresh meat being shoveled into barrels, and a regular proportion 
being added of stale scraps that had lain on a dirty floor in the corner of a 
room for some days previous. In another establishment, equally well known, 
a long table was noted covered with several hundred pounds of cooked scraps 
of beef and other meats. Some of these meat scraps were dry, leathery and 
unfit to be eaten; and in the heap were found pieces of pigskin, and even 
some bits of rope strands and other rubbish. Inquiry evoked the frank ad- 
mission from the man in charge that this was to be ground up and used in 
making ‘“‘potted ham.” 

All of these canned products bear labels of which the following ts.a

DECEPTION IN GOVERNMENT LABEL. 

The phraseology of these labels is wholly unwarranted. The Government in- 
Spectors pass only upon the healthfulness of the animal at the time of killing. 
They know nothing of the processes through which the meat has passed since 
this inspection. They do not know what elsé may have been placed in the cans 
in addition to “inspected meat.’’ As a matter of fact, they know nothing about 
the “contents” of the can upon which the packers place these labels—do not 
even know that it contains what it pur ports to contain. The legend ‘Quality 
guaranteed” immediately following the statement as to Government inspec- 
tion is wholly unjustifiable. It deceives and is plainly designed to deceive the 
average purchaser, who naturally infers from the label that the Government 
guarantees the contents of the can to o be what it purports to be. 

In another establishment piles of sausages and dry moldy canned meats, ad- 
mittedly several years old, were found. which the superintendent stated to 
us would be tanked and converted into grease. The disposition to be made 
of this was wholly optional with the superintendents or representatives of the 
packers, as the Government does not concern itself with the disposition of 
meats after they have passed inspection on the killing floor. It might be all 
treated with chemicals, mixed with other meats, turned out in any form of 
meat product desired, and yet the packages or receptacles in which it was to 
be shipped out to the public would be marked with a label that their con- 
tents had been ‘“‘Government inspected.”” It is not alleged here that such use 
was to be made of this stuff. The case is pointed out as one showing the 
glaring opportunity for the misuse of a label bearing the namg and the im- 
plied guaranty of the United States Government. 

Another instance of abuse in the use of the labels came to our notice. In 
two different establishments great stocks of old canned goods were being put 
through a washing process to remove the old labels. They were then subjected 
to sufficient heat to “liven uf” the contents—to use the phrase of the room 
superintendent. After this, fresh labels. with the Government name on them. 
were to be placed upon the cans, and they were to be sent out bearing all the 
evidence of being a freshly put up product. In one of these instafices, by 
the admission of the superintendent, the stock thus being relabeled was over 
two years old. In the other case the superintendent evaded a statement of 


how old the goods were. 
HOW THE EMPLOYES ARE TREATED. 
“The lack of consideration for the health and comfort of the laborers in 





the Chicago Stockyards seems to be a direct consequence of the system of 
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] administration that prevails. The various departments are under the direet 


control of superintendents who claim to use full authority in dealing with the 
employes and who seem to ignore all considerations except those of the account 
book. Under this system proper care of the products and of the health and 
comfort of the employes is impossible; and: the consumer suffers in conse- 
quence. The unsanitary conditions in which the laborers work and the fe- 
verish pace which they are forced to maintain inevitably affect their health, 
Physicians state that tuberculosis 18 di sproportionately prevalent in the stock- 
yards, and the victims of this disease expectorate on the spongy wooden 
floors of the dark workroms, from wh ich falling scraps of meat are later 
shoveled up to be converted into food p roducts. 

Even the ordinary decencies of life are completely ignored. In practically 
all cases the doors of the toilet rooms open directly into the working rooms. 
Rest rooms, where tired women workers might go for a short rest, were 
found as rare exceptions, and in some establishments women are even placed 
in charge of toilet rooms chiefly for the purpose, it was stated, to see that 
the girls @id not absent themselves too long from their work under the excuse 
of visiting them. In some instances what was called a rest room was sim- 
ply one end of the toilet rooms partitioned off by a six-foot partition from 
the remaining inclosure. A few girls were found using this, not only as a 
rest room, but as the only available place in which to eat their. luncheon, 

Much of the work in connection with the handling of meat has to be car- 
ried on in rooms of a low temperature, but even here a callous disregard was 
everywhere seen for the comfort of those who worked in these rooms. Girls 
and women were found in rooms registering a temperature of 38 degtees F. 
without any ventilation whatever, depending entirely upon artificial light. The 
floors were wet and soggy, and in some cases covered with water, so that the 
girls had to stand in boxes of sawdust as a protection for.their feet. Ina few 
cases even drippings from the refrigerator rooms above trickled through the 
ceiling upon the heads of the workers and upon the food products being pre- 
pared. A very slight expense would have furnished drier floors and protected 
them against the tricklings from the ceiling. It was asserted by the superin- 
tendent of these rooms that this low temperature was essential’ to the proper 
keeping of the meat; but precisely similar work was found in other establish- 
ments carried on in rooms kept at a fair temperature. In many cases girls of 
16, 17 and 18 years stand 10 hours a day at work, much of which could be car- 
ried on while sitting down. 
In several establishments well-managed restaurants were provided for the 
clerical force, and in one instance a smoking room was provided for them; but 
no provision was found anywhere for a place to eat for the male laborers. In 
pleasant weather they eat their luncheon sitting outdoors along the edge of the 
silewalk, or any place where they can find standing room. In winter, however, 
and in inclement weather, their lunches have to be eaten in rooms that in many 
cases are stifling and nauseating. Eating rooms are provided in a number of 
places for women workers in the various departments; and in most of the 
large establishments coffee is served them at a penny a cup. Beyond this 
meager consideration for their convenience at meal times, scarcely any evidence 
is found that anyone gave a thought to their comfort. 

The neglect on the part of their employers to recognize or provide for the 
requirements of cleanliness and decency of the employes must have an influence 
that cannot be exaggerated in lowering the morals and discouraging cleanli- 
ness on the part of the workers employed in the packing houses. The whole 
situation as we saw it in these huge establishments tends necessarily’ and inev- 
itably to the moral degradation of thousands of workers, who are forced to 
spend their working hours under conditions that are entirely unnecessary and 


unpardonable, and which are a constant inenace not only to their own heaith, 
but. to the health of those who use the food products prepared by them. 


GOVERNMENT INSPECTION VALUELESS. 


We observed carefully the inspection before slaughter, the inspection after 
slaughter on the killing beds, the more minute examination of animals tagged 
on the killing floors, and the microscopic examination of trichinosis. 

Inspection before slaughter.—Inspection before slaughter appears to have 
little vaitue in most cases. That undue advantage of this inspection is taken 
by outside parties is charged, and opportunities for such are abundant, but no 
specific evidence was presented to us. That this unimportant and superficial 
examination should be compulsory under the present law, whereas the more 
scientific examination after slaughter is only permissive, indicates a serious de- 
fect in the law. 

Inspection after slaughter.—Inspection after slaughter appears to be care- 
fully and conscientiously made. The Government veterinarians maintain that it 
is adequate, insisting that a passing examination of certain glands, of the vis- 
cera and of the general condition of the carcass is sufficient to enable an ex- 
pert, engaged constantly on this work, to detect at once the presence of disease, 
or of abnormal conditions. On the slightest indication of disease or of abnor- 
mal conditions the carcass is tagged and set aside for d later and more care- 
ful examination. There should, however. be more precautions taken to insure 
that the instruments used be Kept antiseptically clean. 


Microscopic examination.—The microscopic examination of hogs to be ex- 
ported to Germany appears to be made with great care, and it may fairly be 
asked why the same inspection is not made of hogs killed for the American 
market. The statement that ham, pork, and sausage, that are frequently eat- 
en raw in Germany, are not so used in America, is not strictly true. Large 
numbers of our foreign-born population eat ham and pork comparatively raw, 
and hence need this protection; and further, much of this pork goes into sau- 
sage to be eaten without being cooked. 

Number of inspectors.—The present number of inspectors is certainly in- 


adequate, as. the Secretary of Agriculture has ‘often complained. We noted 
that some large establishments had an Obviously tnsuffi@ent force. A few small 
concerns have no inspectors at all, and may sell uninspected meat wherever 


they please in the United States. 
REMEDIAL LEGISLATION SUGGESTED. 


1. Examination before slaughter’ is of minor importance and should be 
permissive instead of mandatory. Exa mination after slaughter is of supreme 
importance and should be compulsory. 

2. Goats, now exempt from inspection, intended for foreign or insterstate 
coenmerce, should be included in the list subject to the inspection of the B&a- 
reau of Animal Industry, and should be equally controlled by the regulations 
of the Secretary of Agriculture. 

8. The examination of all meat prod ucts intended for interstate commerce 
at any stage of their care or treatment should be consigned to the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, and no mark or sign declaring that inspection has been 
made by Government officials should be allowed on any can, box or other re- 
ceptacle or parcel containing food produ @ts unless the same has been subject 
to Government inspection at any and every stage of the process of prepara- 
tion, and all such labels should contain the date of issuance, and it should be 
a misdemeanor to erase, alter or destroy any such labels. Meat products 
and canned, preserved or pickled meats, other meat products as the Secretary 
establishment, if returned to the same, when sent from any packing or canning 
spection, regulation and isolation from should be subject to such further in- 
of Agriculture may describe. 

4. Power should be given to the Secretary of Agriculture to 
and regulations regarding the sanitation and construction of all 
used or intended to be used for the care of food products for interstate or 
foreign trade, and to make such regulation as he may deem necessary to 
otherwise protect the cleanliness and wholesomeness of animal products, pre- 
pared and sold for foreign and interstate commerce. 

5. It should be forbidden to any person, firm or corporation to transport or 
offer for transportation from one State to another any meat or meat food 
products not inspected and labeled. , | 


GENERAL SUGGESTIONS. 


1. The number of inspectors should be largely increased, so that specia! as- 
signments may be made for night inspection, for the examination of animals 
ut the platforms of stockyards, for. the following of dead animals to their al- 
leged destination, and for other special work. 

2. Special Government inspection should be carried on continuously to pre- 
vent violations of the law and general abuses in the trade, and to secure evi- 
dence when necessary. 

3. A careful study of the standards of inspection in other countries should be 
made, and the results of the study should be published -and circulated for the 
public information. | 

4. Consideration should be given to the question of specific labeling of all 
carcasses sold as fresh meat, which, upon examination after slaughter, show 
signs of disease, but are still deemed suitable for food.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—While talk- 
ing about himself, his life, his seventieth 
birthday and all manner of things, 


‘Speaker Cannon was asked: 


“What would you say, Mr. Cannon, 
if a young man of intelligence, educa- 
tion and force, undecided as to what 
he should adopt as a life career, should 
come to you for advice? Would you 
recommend him to enter public life?’ 

“That's a hard question. I should say 
yes to the young man of intelligence, 
culture and efficiency if these things 
were crossed with patriotism. We have 
established the public school system at 
the public expense for the benefit of 
the multitude. It furnishes an ample 
preparation for life to most young men, 
but some can utilize more than the pub- 
lic school affords. For those we have 
the free high schools. That's as far as 
I'd go with free education. The man 
who wants more ind can utilize more 
will get it, and should-get it for him- 
self. 

“In the last analysis the supply ac- 
commodates itself to the demand, and 
in the main those who go into public 
life are picked men, and by just so 
much as they are picked men they are 
ahead of the average. This is a fact, 
in spite of the oft-repeated assertion 
that the representatives of the people 
are only of about average grade. But 
let any public man become really promi- 
nent; let him win distinction in, support 
of a great policy, and the démagogues 
and revolutionists will attack him and 
seek by all means in their power to 
take away his proper support. 


“If, among a dozen young men, each 
should decide to devote his 
tone] service and should 
qualify for it and work hard and con- 
scientiously for it, one, just one, should 
himself into public life and should 
sustain himself with credit to himself 
and benefit to the country, I should 
consider it a great return for the effort 
put Torth. 
Need Income First. 


“The man who has to make his own 
way, who is without competency to 
start with, and who enters public life 
those days before he has saved enough 
to live indebendently on his income as a 
public man, has a hard time before him. 
The young man who has never earned 
his living for himself, no matter what 


his advantages and circumstances or 
training, is sure to make many mis- 
takes, throu h ignorance of hard prac- 
tical life. ot personally having the 
Same needs as the man of the people, 
he doesn't know what to do or how to 
do it. Young men who enjoy the ad- 
vantages of special training and the op- 
portunities that wealth gives may be- 
come specially qualified for public life; 
such opportunities and training are 
necessary to complete qualifications, 
but often they are not equal to them. 
That which may be had without effort 
is not often highly prized. 

“The college man who receives his 
training without having to consider the 
wherewithal by which he shall subsist 
is deprived of the benefit that comes 
under the primal law, ‘In the sweat of 
thy face shall thou eat bread.’ 

“There are men of culture and inher- 
who accomplish great things, 
but,.as a rule, they are the exceptions, 





- and when they are intrusted with power 


and useful and safe in the exercise of it 
only in so far as they receive education 
in practical conduct of practical affairs. 
Mere culture is of no benefit unless you 
have been strengthened by severe efforts 
in ite acquisition.

The extensive development of 
the United States in the last half cen- 
tury has kept the people so busy in va- 
rious industries, speculation and enter- 
prises, in order to do their part in this 
development, many of them have neg- 
lected their duties as citizens, or per- 
haps, I should say co-sovereigns, in the 
Government of the great empire that 
has been built up by their efforts in 
which all men are equal at the ballot 
box, without regard to their material 
wealth or want of it. 


‘Some Made Money Only. 


“IT myself am acquainted with many 
men, who, merely because of lucky lo- 
cation, though only of -respectable abil- 
ity, have sat at the gateway of com- 
merce and by simply levying toll have 
accumulated great fortunes. In all their 
lives they have never got into touch 
with public life; they knew iittle about 
public questions and they give them lit- 
tle attention. These, when pinched by 
the unwise action of the majority of 
their fellows, are able to do little ex- 
cept cover the latter with abuse. 


“Sometimes, however, such men try 
to enter public life themselves. But 
then the people do not always ac- 
knowledge their fitness for public po- 
sition. Sometimes they seek protec- 
tion for their interests by improper 
methods instead of trying to con- 
tribute their share in building up a 
wise public sentiment. 

“It goes without saying that the 
most dangerous men in the Republic 
are those who, by inheritance or oth- 
erwise, have vast fortunes, yielding 
great incomes, which enable them to 
command the services of those who 
have ability, but not conscience, and 
thus seek to control the average man 
—the man who lives by the sweat of 
his face—by playing upon his preju- 
dices, his hopes and his fears. 

“Is there a remedy for this? An off- 
set to such evil influences? Yes. A 
most efficient remedy. In the fullness 
of time the multitude will find out 
from some actual and painful experi- 
ence that they have been misled. 
When through being misled they be- 
gin to suffer; when they begin to be 
oppressed, they will seek to find new 
leadership and will apply the proper 
remedies through the ballot box. For- 
tunately in this Republic there are 
plenty of men of culture, ability and 
wisdom—thomselves of the people— 
who cannot be bought or controlleg 
by material considerations, and who 
are daily performing the duties of 
citizenship, from whom to select the 
required leaders, not only among the 
rich and well-to-do, but also amon 
those who live by their daily labor.”

Kansas Senator, Convicted of 
Bribery, After Consultation 
With Friends, Withdraws. 





SENTENCE WAS AFFIRMED 





Supreme Court Approved Ver- 
dict of Lower Courts, In- 
volving Prison Term. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOPEKA, Kan., June 4.—Joseph Ralph 
Burton of Abilene, United States ‘Sen- 
ator for Kansas, whose conviction on 
a charge of boodling was confirmed by 
the United States Supreme Court re- 
cently, sent his resignation as senator 
to Gov Hoch shortly before noon to- 
day. 

The resignation followed a long con- 
ference at the Senator’s headquarters 
here, with a number of his close friends, 
including Bailey Waggener, W. P. 
Hackney and George Findley. 

Soon after receiving the resignation, 
Governor Hoch sent a telegram to Vice- 
President Fairbanks, notifying him as 
the presiding officer of the Senate of 
Senator Burton’s resignation and its ac- 
ceptance. 

Gov. Hoch declined to make any state- 
ment at this time as to the appoint- 
ment of a successor. 

Senator Burton arrived in the city last 
night. He arose early, and at 9 o’clock 
called upon Goy. Hoch, After an hour's 
conference with the Governor, Senator 
Burton returned to his hotel and im- 
mediately went into the conference with 
his attorneys and friends. The second 
conference lasted over an hour and 
when it was concluded, B. P. Wagener 
and R. P. ‘Hackney, two of the Senator's 
attorneys, who had been prominent in 
the trials of the case against the Kan- 
san, went to the Statehouse and con- 
ferred ‘briefly with Nhe Governor. 

Wagener and Hackney were in the 
Governor's office but a few moments. 
When they emerged Gov. Hoch informed 
the waiting newspaper men that he had 
Senator Burton's resignation in his 
pocket. 

Resignation Is Brief. 

The resignation was extremely brief. 
It read:, 

“June 4, 1906. Sir. I hereby resign as 
a United States Senator for the State of 
Kansas, to take effect immediately. 
Very respectfully, 

JOSEPH R. BURTON. 

‘To His Excellency Gov. BE. W. Hoch.” 

Just what Gov. Hoch will do in the 
matter of appointing a successor to Sen- 
ator Burton ig not known. The friends 
of Burton would prefer the selection of 
David D. Mulvane, Republican Nation- 
al Committeeman for Kansas. Within 
a few minutes after he had received the 
resignation, the Governor called for 
Mulvane into conference. The confer- 
ence lasted an hour, but when it was 
concluded, neither would talk of the sit- 
uation, 

The belief is expressed that Gov. Hoch 
will not select a new Senator at present. 
Several politicians have urged the Gov- 
ernor to refrain from making the aP- 
pointment until after the November 
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Burton was convicted in the

Immediately after the Supreme Court 
handed down its opinion a demand arose 
in the Senate for the resignation of Bur- 
ton, and several Senators declared that 
they would demand the resignation on 
the floor of the Senate. 

Burton had not participated in the de- 
liberations of the Senate nor appeared 
on the Senate floor after his first con- 
viction. This, in a measure, restrained 
the senators. After the Supreme Court 
decision, Burton assured the senators in 
a letter that he would resign as soon as 
the Supreme Court refused him a re- 
hearing of his case; that he would not 
put on_ the Senate the disgrace of hav- 
ing a Senator sent to prison. 

The resignation of Burton came as a 
surprise, following this declaration. It 
was given on advice of his friends and 


without waiting for the Supreme Court's 
decision On a rehearing.

NACO, Ariz., June 4.—A battle 
fought last night between Mexican 
strikers at the mines of Col... W. ¢C. 
Greene at Cananea, Mexico, and Mex- 
igan Rurales, under Col. Kasterlitzky, 
who are guarding property and life 
there. Five rioters were killed and 13 
injured. One of the Rurals was shot 
but not seriously injured. 

The trouble followed soon after an 
order was received from the Mexican 
War Department directing that the Ari- 
zona rangers and Bisbee volunteers 
withdraw from Cananea or surrender 
their The Arizona rangers and 
Bisbee men were the first to respond to 
the appeals for assistance from Amer- 
icans when Mexican workmen began 
the rioting on Friday,-in which 13 were 
killed and more than twenty wounded. 
The order of the Mexican War De- 
partment was directed to Gov. Yzabel 
of the State of Sonora, and the Arizo- 
na ,rangers and the 200 Bisbee volun- 
teers had no other alternative than to 
leave camp. or lay down their arms. 
They chose the former. 

Report has it that President Diaz of 
Mexico is highly incensed at Gov. Yza- 
bel in permitting armed foreigners to 
come into Mexico. 

Advices from Cananea last night were 
that fighting was going on in all parts 
of the camp and on the mesa, or up- 
iands, between.the Mexican, troops un- 
der control of Col. Kosterlitzky and the 
rioters. All that prevents fearful blood- 
shed is the inability of the rioters to 
secure arms. There are 5000 of them in 
revolt against the Greene company. 
The Mexican Government is rushing 
more troons to the scene. 

The trouble broke out shortly before 
the arrival of 200 Mexican soidiers from 
Hermosillo. 

All of the American women in the 
town and many of the higher class of 
Mexicans are quartered in the home of 
Col.’ Greene, which is under guard. 

There was a train out of Cananea at 
2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon, and 
about 200 Americans; mostly women and 
children, got out of the camp, crossing 


the line at Naco. 
The American Consul! at Cananea re- 


ports four Americans. killed and 15 
wounded. The» American dead are 
George and William Metcalf, Conrad 
Keneger and Burt Rush. Rush is a 
Kansas Cityan. His remains were 
shipped to Naco yesterday. 

Twenty-three men are under arrest 
charged with rioting and shooting at 
Cananea. Gov. Ysabel says they will be 
given a fair trial. 

The Governor goes behind the imme- 
diate strike and accuses the. Western 
Federation of Miners with being re- 
sponsible. for the riot, asserting that 
these labor leaders have been foment- 
ing trouble for a long time. 

Mexican soldiers continue to arrive at 
Cananea and the Americans seem sat- 


isfied that they nave the situation well 
in hand. Intense feeling is manifested 
by the Mexicans against the “Gringoes”’ 
and it is manifest that a small spark 
will rekindle the flame. 

' Mounted men are dashing through the 
streets of Cananea, while the troops are 
lying on their arms prepared to respond 
to instant call. 

The real cause of the uprising appears 
to be the inborn hatred of the Mexicans 
for the Americans. 

A prominent young Mexican lawyer 
has been arrested by the authorities and 
put in prison, charged with being the 
ringleader of: the movement. It is be- 
lieved his intentions were to make the 
uprising the beginning of a revolution 
against the Diaz Government.

Stoppa was one of the men who op- 
posed Johnson in the last election of 
Marshal, who is chosen by the City 
Council. Johnson had the majority of 
votes, but would not accept the pos!i- 
tion because the Council would not 
make it unanimous. Siegele was then 
elected. He assumed the office May 1. 
Since the election there is said t0 
have been bad feeling between the 
men. 

Johnson killed a man named Meschel- 
la two years ago under circumstances 
similar to those attending his own 
death. He was known asa fearless man 
and a ready shot. 

The funeral of Johnson will be held 
Tuesday morning at the Worden Metho- 
dist Church. He was 37 years old. 
Siegele is 26.

Russian Officer’s Guards Foil 
Plot Against Enemy of 
Revolutionists. 


Special Cable to the Post-Dispatch and 
New York World. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Junc 2z.—In_ the 
capture of a revolutionist, who, under 
the name of Prince Drutskoy-Snarrsky, 
presented himself to Capt. Riman, whom 
it is believed the revolutionists want to 
assassinate, the police believe they are 
on the track of a plot agdinst many 
army officers, who took part in putting 
down the revolution. 

Capt. Riman is one of the few 
officers who received recognition. from 
the War Office for the work against 
revolutionists and for his share in tram- 
pling out insurrection among soldiers. 
The revolutionists are said to have de- 
cided to get rid of him. Spies, however, 
put the officer on his guard, and he in- 
structed the guards to be careful when 
admitting visitors to him. 

A few days ago a well-dressed army 
officer asked to see Capt. Riman on 
business. He was told the Captain was 
away. He did not call again. Two days 
later a young man dressed like an of- 
ficer sent his card to Capt. Riman, 
His name was given as Prince Drut- 
skoy-Snarrsky. The guard said the 
Captain was not in, but that he could 
be found the next day at the same hour. 

The guard, who suspected a plot, 
asked the police to send detectives tha® 
they might examine the Prince if he 
returned. 

When the ,supposed Prince presented 
his card the following day he was in- 
formed that Capt. Riman awaited him 
in the next house. There the. visitor 
was seized by the detectives and driven 
toward the police headquarters. 

On the Nevsky Prospect, the prisoner 
struck the detectives and jumped from 
the vehicle. The detectives gave chase, 
but a policeman detained him. The 
detective cried: 

“He is not an officer. He is a dis- 
guised revolutionist. Arrest him. We 
are detectives.”’ 

The ‘‘Prince’’ was arrested and a re- 
volver and a poisoned knife were found 
in his possession. He is silent as to 
accomplices.

Roosevelt and Moody’s Activity 
May Result in $1,000,- 
000 Mulcts.

WASHINGTON, June 4.—President 
Roosevelt and Attorney-General 
Moody are now taking steps to give 
several of the leading railroad lines 
an example of what can be done in 
the way of heavy punishment for vio- 


lating the anti-rebate, law. 

While neither the epartment of 
Justice nor the Chief’ Executive has 
any power to impose fines, they be- 
lieve that by a rigid enforcement of 
the Elkins anti-rebate law, four or 
five railroads can be forced to pay 
fines amounting to $1,000,000 in the 
case of each road. 

If this can be done the lesson taught 
the chief offenders will, it is believed 
by the President, deter the roads 
from violating the law. 

Several of the roads have been sys- 
tematically discriminating in favor of 
the Standard Oil Co. In the case of 
the Burlington, the Alton and the Chi- 
Cago & Eastern Illinois this practice 
has been followed for years.

In the summer of 1904 there had been a great strike in Pack- 
ingtown. The strikers were utterly defeated. I do not know 
whether they will consider the frightful blow which the Beef Trust 
has just received as any recompense for their su$erings; but the 
one is directly traceable to the other. It was the few brief ac- 
counts of their miseries which the strike forced into the newspapers 


of the country that attracted my attention to Packingtown. 

The more I read the more I realized that this was the place for me to 
deal with. In Packingtown there is nothing but Beef Trust; there are no other 
forces or influences to interfere; the great commercial machine makes its own 
environment. There were a quarter of a million people absolutely dependent 
upon it for the means of purchasing their daily bread. I said that I would go 
there and find out what sort of life the Beef Trust gave to them. 

It is my belief that the concentration of wealth is a naturai process, ah 
in witable result of competition, and something which no human power can 

-yent; also, that along with this concentration goes a process of continual 

tion of the wage worker, driving him ultimately to rebellion. It was my 

-) to make a picture of the working oout of this process. 

am a Socialist, and I had written a great deal for the Socialist papers, and 
s. when I went out to Packington, I was known to the men. The Socialist

As I have said before, I had known that the labor conditions were bad, 
but I had no idea of the shocking system of graft which I found in the poli-

hought about it, of course, I might have realized that meat is a dangerous 
ind perishable substance, liable to all sorts of abuses when handled by un- 
erupulous business men; but I had not thought of it, and I was therefore 
bmased as I listened. But then the man would offer to take me around the

_ The first man I talked with was an old Lithuanian workingman, who had 
deen for more than a dosen years a cattle butcher for one of the “Big Three.”’

But literally, the things which he said made 
my flesh creep. He declared that when he first came to America it had been 
his task to take out from the bottom of the tanks condemned meat which 
had been dropped in at the top, and Was supposed to be rendered into fer- 
tiliger.

A visitor could have no idea of it, because a steam pipe on the side of the 
tank poured blinding clouds of steam through the opening.

It would be, ‘‘Hello, Jim, is Tom working here 
this morning? This is his cousin, who wants to see him.’ Even then, how- 
ever, some of the night watchmen would get uneasy and would ask me out 
after a minute or two. “The superintendent might see you here,’’ they would 
“Then I would not last half an hour.’’ 

HAMS PUMPED WITH CHEMICALS TO HIDE PUTRIDITY. 

That was the way in the cellars wiiere they were doctoring spoiled hams, 
for instance. When the President’s commission was in Chicago I got them 
information direct from a superintendent of one of the “Big Three’ plants— 
a man who had been there for 10 years and then had become a specialist, and 
was sick of his job, and ready in spite of the risk to help me. The commis- 
sion tried to see this for themselves, but the packers had got wind of their 
coming a couple of weeks before, and they had stopped doctoring spoiled 
hams, 

The pump-man sits in front of a bench, with a man on one side of him 
to shove ham to him and a.man on the other side to shove it away. With 
his foot he works the pump, attached to which is a hollow needle that he 
sticks into the ham and then pumps the ham full of a liquid. In a recent 
defense sent out by Armour & Co. they ridiculed this statement of mine. They 
said that this was a harmless pickle, one of which they regularly pumped into 
the hams; that they found it a quicker way of curing them than leaving them 
in the’ vats. What Armour & Co. omitted to state, however, was that they 
have two different grades of pickle, one of which was strong enough for good 
hams, and the other, which is known to the workingmen as thirty per cent 
and goes into bad hams. It was Armour & Co.’s misfortune that I stumbled 
in on a “bad ham” day. I wonder what explanation they would offet of the 
fact that the odor in the room was so frightful that I had to go out twice be- 
fore I succeeded in understanding the process completely?

Smith Academy Principal Was 
Instructor of Thomas 
Arnold’s Type. 


Dr. Charles P. Curd, principal of 
Smith Academy, widely known as a 
teacher and friend of boys, of the type 
made famous by Thomas Arnold, died 
Monday at 9:30 a. m. of tuberculosis at 
hfs home, 5641 Von Versen avenue. 

Dr. Curd became connected with the 
academy in 1879 and acted as instructor 
in various departments until 1896, when 
when he was made principal. 

He spent almost his entire working 
life in the academy, and taught thou- | 
sands of boys, Many of whom are now 
men of wealth and prominence. 

The new buildings of the academy at 
Von Versen avenue and Windermere 
Way were planned under his supervi- 
sion. When they were first occupied 
last September, he said that the ambi- 
tion of his life had been realized. 

The academy was dismissed’ Monday 
when his death was announced, and 
classes will not meet on the day of the 
funeral. The funeral arrangements have 
not been made. 

Dr. Curd had been confined to his 
home for the last three months. He 
was born in Louisville, Sept. 20, 1801. 
He received his early education in the 
public schools and in Montgomery Bell 
Academy there, of which Prof. Marshall 
Snow, now of Washington University, 
was then principal. He taught in the 
Nashville (Tenn.) High School and was 
later prin 1 of the Elliot School in 
Nashville. e graduated from Vander- 
bilt University, receiving the degree of 
B. A. in 187%. 

He received his Maszer’s degree in 
the same institution a year later, and 
the degree of Ph. D. was conferred on 
him by the university in 1a.

WASHINGTON, June 3.—Arthur Pue 
Gorman, United States Senator from 
Maryland, died suddenly at his residence 
in this city at 9:6 o'clock this morn- 
ing. While Senator Gorman had been 
ill for many months, he had shown some 
improvement lately. Heart trouble was 
the immediate cause of death. 

Up to the moment’ of death, Senator 
Gorman was conscious. His condition 
during the past week had improved so 
much that yesterday the family had 
hopes of shortly taking him to the 
country. He partook of some nourish- 
ment at 8 o’clock this morning, but at 
9 o'clock he was seized with a heart at- 
tack and died in five minutes. At the 
bedside were Mrs. Gorman, Miss Ada 
Gorman, the Senator's eldest daughter, 
and the nurse. .§When the attack came, 
physicians were sent for, but the Sen- 
ator was dead before they arrived.° 
Senator Gorman’'s illness extended over 
five months. He had not left his house 
since Jan. 16.. He suffered, in addition 
to his heart affection, with; more or 
less stomach trouble. A week ago last 
Saturday he was seized with a heart 
attack and it was thought then that he 
could not survive, but he rallied and 
seemed to get very much better. 

Up to late last night, he was in the 
best of spirits and chatted with various 
members of the family. As soon as he 
passed away word was sent to the Sen- 
ate. 

Senator Gorman leaves a widow and 
six children as follows: Miss Ada Gor- 
man, Mrs. Wilton ,J. Lambert, Mrs, R.

CORMAN'S RISE FROM

The Kindest biography of Arthur Pue 
Gorman is that contained in ‘‘Who’s 
Who in America.” It is almost. the 
only kind one extant. Gorman has 
been a mark for attack from political 
“fine writers’’ from Alfred Henry Lewis 
to David Graham Phillips. His most 


recent excoriation was the envenomed 
writing of David Graham Phillips in 
the April Cosmopolitan, in which he 
declared that no party affiliations inter- 
fered with senators in their adhension 
to “‘the interests.'’

Wants 100 Soldiers Hurried to

STEUBENVILLE, 0O., June 4.—The 
‘irst conflict between the striking coal 
miners and the guards at the United 
States Coal Co. mines occurred. at 1 
oclock this morning. Four men, two 
guards and two strikers were wounded. 
No one was killed. The miners had 
prepared an ambuscade for the guards 
in the woods midway between Plum 
Run and Bradley Mines and as the 63 
armed men, marching single file, came 
along the narrow path a miner ahead 
shot in the air. 

At this signal the 250 strikers, who 
were hiding behind the rocks and trees, 
opened fire from the hillsides on the 
guards in the hollow. 

About 5300 shots were fired and four 
persons were wounded, but as far as 
known no one was killed. 

The miners were all foreigners. 

Shortly after midnight 63 armed 
guards started over the hills from 
Glenn's Run for Coal Hollow. 

The strikers, who were incensed over 
an assault on one of their number, 
gathered at a point about midway be- 
tween the two mines. Thergy were 250 
men, all armed, and they secreted them- 
selves by trees and rocks along the 
hill sides. The guard was in. single 
file and as the advance came in view 
one of the strikers fired in the air.: This 
was a signal and immediately’ there 
was a fusilade from the concealed men. 

Many of the guards broke ranks and 
ran back to Glenn’s Run, but a number 
staod their ground and returned the 
fire. 

Guards Retreat. 

The guards were finally routed and 
foreed to seek shelter, leaving two 
wounded on the field.

He 
has not attempted anything but melodrama in ‘‘The Whirlwind’s Harvest’’— 
it is action and situation and thrill and climax, through and through, just as 
melodrama has always been. But that’s what the great majority of play- 
goers demand, and that they got what they wanted at the Suburban last night 
was a self-evident fact. There could b@ no doubting that the new Milton No- 
bles play pleased them immensely. ; 

And through it all went Milton and Dolly Nobles, the familiar figures of 
years ago, the unfortunate and unhapPy heroine, the wronged and persecuted 
hero, each getting the worst of it until the last act, when everything comes 
right like a flash and the curtain goes down on the heroine snuggling sweeetly 
in the hero’s arms, her head upon his manly bosom. One of the villains had 
died by that time, choosing self-slaughter in a fit of remorse engendered of 
his many villainies, but the ‘main squeeze” villain was right on the spot and, 
apparently, so impressed by the ultimate triumph of virtue over vice that 
there is some hope of his reformation implanted in the audience’s bosom. 

Milton Nobles makes a quite Southern and chivalrous young North Carolina 
planter of the part of Arnold Lambert, whose woes start so coincidently 
couplet: ‘‘Needles and © pins, 
needles and pins! When a man marries his trouble begins!'’ And he has the 
Sympathy and admiration of the audience at every moment of the story. Dol- 
ly Nobles is happily cast as the faithful young wife with a scoundrelly father 
and the curse of being loved by as great a rascal as the melodramatic stage 
has ever produced, this rascal being no less a person than Col. Ashley, U: s. 
A., her young husband’s father, although he doesn’t know it till ju@ the 
minute before the last curtain. Both Mr. and Mrs. Nobles are very good indeed 
and seemingly more popular now than in their palmiest days of old times. 

Walter Edwards again came near dividing honors with the stars as Abe, 
the old negro slave and confidential servaht of the heroine. He gave a 
clever and truthful picture of the ante-bellum negro, his make-up, dialect, 
voice and movements being admirably lifelike, and there were several mo- 
ments during the progress of the play when he was cheered and applauded 
to the echo. Also was Miss Hancha Bischoff pleasing and amusing as Aunt 
Eliza, his ebony-faced wife, and Walter Gilbert did a good bit of work as 
Benjamin Franklin, a ‘“‘Washington nigger’ of war times. Mr. J. Gordon Ed- 
wards’ Col. Ashley was the conventional villain, and Mr. Harry Fenwick as 
Raymond Lisle ran him a close second in villainy. Mr. Edwin Emerson is to 
be praised for his clever work in the Irish role of Private O’Mahoney, 
while C. Norman Hammond gave a laughable picture of a Swedish volunteer 
Miss Lisle Leigh’s Blanche Lisle was one 
of the most notabl@ characterizations of the production, showing this earnest 
and capable actress to the best advantage. The play was well mounted— 
and the curtain went up every time to the tune of “Dixie,” unfailingly 
cheered by the audience. 


“WIZARD OF THE NILE” AT DELMAR. 

John E. Young and Miss Stella Tracey divide the honors at the -revival of 
“The Wizard of the Nile’ at Delmar Garden. Mr. Young is a capital Kibosh. 
He reminds one very much of Frank Daniels, but so would anyone else who 
toyed with the topknot on King Ptolemy’s head and who inquired “Am I a 
wiz’’ every time one of his feats of magic apparently proved successful. AS 
a matter of fact, Mr, Young never saw Frank Daniels in the role and his 
characterization is his own.

ADLER AT THE CENTURY. 
BY 0. LEONARD, 

Probably the most beautiful and most idealistic play ever written for the 
Yiddish stage was presented yesterday matinee at the Century by Jacob P. 
company. Few Yiddish plays are satisfactory. If the sub- 
ject is good, there are, as a rule, coarse jokes, which the younger Jew has 


outlived, but which are still relished by the Jews of the older generation and 


by a few fickle young ones. Gordin’s ‘“‘The Stranger’ is free from such prim- 
itive jokes. It is based on Tennyson's beautiful poem “Enoch Arden” and it 
seems Gordin was under Tennyson’s poetic influence when he ‘rote this play. 

The plot is strong, and the characters in the play are well drawn, their 
honesty,, their sincerity, their devotion to each other is inspiring.

between competing companies, but a 
fight between the company and the 
subscribers. As near as the facts can 
be learned, the trouble originated 
over the alleged discharge of Miss 
Alice Death as. day operator. 

The telephone company recently de- 
cided to make a change and gave Miss 
Death one month's notice. 

The patrons, it is said, did not 

fancy the idea of putting up with 
crippled service while a new ‘‘central” 
was being instructed, and filed a pro- 
test. A petition containing the name 
of nearly every subscriber in Water- 
Ville and on the rural fines was pre- 
sented to the telephone company pro- 
testing against the dismissal of Miss 
Death. and requesting that she be re- 
tained in her position, as she had 
given entire satisfaction. 
The management replied that. the 
change had been decided upon, and 
when the month was up Miss Death 
was given a check for her month's 
salary and allowed to go. In _ her 
place Miss Nellie Lea of Blue Rapids 
was installed. Miss Lea is an experi- 
enced operator, but even she did not 
seen to satisfy the patrons. Another 
petition was presented to the com- 
pany, demanding that Miss Death be 
reinstated, and that certain improve- 
ments be made in the service or the 
patrons would order out their phones. 
The petition was ignored. 

A meeting of the patrons was 

called, at which J. P. Burtis, a promi- 
nent citizen, presided, and J. B. An- 
sley was elected secretary. After a 
general discussion of the whole sub- 
ject, the demand for Miss Death’s re- 
instatement was dropped, the major- 
ity of those present deciding that, 
while they sympathized with her, they 
had no right to insist upon who 
should be employed wy the company.
